REMARKS BY SENATOR SUAZO 


The Consti tuti on of the U ni ted States was the resul t of passi onate persi stence 
and a strong vi si on for a greater country and a more j ust way of I i fe 11 i s a respected 
and estffimsd document which we ali hoid ciose to our hearts. We venerate it 
because it reaffirms our individuaiity and our value as free peopie We respect and 
celebrate the people who had the persistence and vision to write it. However, that 
great work was not corrpiete in 1787.11 took subsequent generations with si mi iar 
persistence and vision to create a more just and inciusive America It has been 
amended over 20 ti mes. 11 is i mportant for us to relfect upon and celebrate these 
achievements as weli. They are proof that America is alive and is always 
changi ng, a country whi ch i s worki ng toward a more compi ete I i vi ng rel ai ty of our 
forefathers' vision. 

Dr. Martin Luther, King, J r. was the embodiment of the best America is and 
has to offer. H e worked ti rel essi y for the real i zati on of the prorri ses and pri nci pi es 
of the Constitution - Justice the principie of freedorn and equaiity of ali. He 
brought to light that ali people in the United States were guaranteed but not 
afforded the ri ghts that were prorri sed i n that preci ous document. H e made every 
American examine his or her conscience and decide if America was ali that it 
shouid be He revoiutionized the way America viewed itself and expanded the 
vision of this great iand."We the peopie^' became a compiete staterrent 

Dr. King was abie to unify peopie of ali different back grounds in the Civii 
Rights Movement. Peopie from ali walks of life ali creeds, colors, and races 
Joined hands with Dr. King to demand the betterment of society. TheCivii Rights 
Movement was never just about African-Americans, which has been ali eged, but 
rather about affirming the equaiity of ali people Worren, Hispanics, Native 
Americans, and countiess other groups were part of the movement and 
beneficiaries of his efforts. The Federal Civil Rights Act of 1964, which was one 
of the major achievements of the Civii Rights Movement, it outlawed 
discrimination "on the basis of race coior, sex, religion or nationai origin." This 
iaw wouid never have been so inciusive if it were not for the inciusivity of Dr. 
King's rressage I n his short iife he united vastiy different peopie in the universal 
struggle for dignity, respect, and justice He helped break down the barriers of 
segregation — segregated housing, segregated schoois, segregated buses, and 
segregated workpiaces. He was awarded the Nobel Peace Prize on December 10, 
1964, for his incredibie and successfui work. 
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Inl983, President Ronald Reagan declared the birthday of Dr. MartinLuther 
King, J r. a federal holiday. In his proclamation. President Reagan said the 
following: 

'Themajesty of his message thedignity of hi shearing, arnd the righteousness 
of his cause are a lasting legacy. I nafew short years he changed America for all 
time He made it possible for our nation to move closer to the ideals set forth in the 
Declaration of I ndeperKdence that al I people are created equal ard are endowed 
with inalienable rights that government has the duty ard respect to protect." 

In 1986, Utah State Senator Terry Williams introduced S.B. 17 to have 
J anuary 15 recognized as Dr. Martin Luther King, J r. Day. Sorre were opposed, 
ard sorre were for this designation. A compromised was reached - Human 
Right's Day. 

Dr. King'svision was one of a lard where our children "would not bejudged 
by the col or of their skin, but by the content of their character." His dream was one 
of peaceful existence, ard he was the champion of compassion. He fought 
intolerance ard violence with loving patience ard peaceful resistance He 
enunciated our forefothers' vision for all of America, ard created a resolution 
si mi I ar to that of our forefathers. He fought seerri ngly i mpossi ble odds to make 
life furdamentally better for e/ery American. Life liberty, ard the pursuit of 
happi ness became possi ble for more of Arrerica than e/er before because of his 
respectful ard peaceful resolution, known as the Civil Rights Movement. 

Dr. King was only 38 years old when he was brutally gunned down in 
Memphis, Tennessee on April 4, 1968. This violent act was shocking to the 
nation's soul. Just as was the assassination of President J ohn F. Kennedy in 1963. 

I was recently sent a letter, dated April 19, 1968, fifteen days after Dr. King 
was assassi rated. On that date a prominent Utah father sent his rrissiorary son a 
message about the impact of Dr. King'sdeath. That son felt compelled to share 
those thoughts with us today. Ard I quote.. 

"Dr. Martin Luther King preached the doctrine enunciated by the Savior in his 
Sermon on the Mount ard he was resented as a heretic. He preached the doctrine 
of Patrick Henry of I i berty from oppression, ard he was derraunced. He preached 
the doctrine of Abraham Lincoln of equality ard recited the Fourteenth 
Amerdrrent ard was disci aimed asarebel rouser. He studied the life of Mahatma 
Ghardi of passive resistence ard non-violence ard was assassinated for his 
trouble I say he used some rather well chosen author! ties for his pronouncements. 
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Our country wi 11 remain socially ill until its people are willing to accept four 
square and without reservation the propositi on that all God'screaturesareequal in 
his sight. 

But I say that no nation hasa/erexisted which had or has a better chance for a 
trul y moral government than ours. There are sti 11 many patri ots i n thi s country who 
demote their lives to the American dream Some of these men are former 
Presidents. Some of then are in Congress. Some arejust ordinary people with an 

extraordinary amount of compassion for their fellow man.Dr. Martin Luther 

King preached the truth. And he bothered the conscience of America I say thank 
God we have a conscience that is capable of being bothered!" 

Dr. King was the embodiment of American ideals Hewas bright, persistent, 
passionate, and cteply da/oted to God and country. He spoke his heart and 
worked to create a better life for future generations He is a man worth 
remembering and celebrating. 

I would like to thank all those that support this effort I ask for resounding 
"aye^' for this body, from the House, and from the Governor. It istime Utah join 
hands with the majority of other states in the nation to celebrate the life and 
contributions of this great American hero. 

L et us compi ete the J ourney; the vi si on that Senator Terry Willi ams set upon 
inl986. Let us prod aim this day, the 3rd Monday of January as Dr. MartinLuther 
King, J r. Day.
